1 . BRENNAN GROUP CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF MARINE SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH (MSR) FOCUSING ON ARTICLES 14, 19, 20 AND 21 

OF EVENSEN TEXT. THE CHAIRMAN STATED THAT THERE WAS TIME 
FOR TWO MORE MEETINGS BEFORE YANKOV STARTED DRAFTING A 
NEW VERSION OF THE SNT ON APRIL 26. HE ALSO SUMMARIZED 
HIS VIEW THAT CONSENT REGIME NOR A 

NOTIFICATION REGIME WERE ADEQUATE BASIS FOR COMPROMISE, 
STATING THAT CONSENT MUST BE REQUIRED FOR SOME RESEARCH 
BUT NOT ALL. TWO AREAS HE IDENTIFIED AS IN NEED OF 
SOLUTION WERE THE PROBLEM OF SECURITY OR VITAL NATIONAL 
INTERESTS AND THE QUESTION OF DISPUTE SETTLEMENT. 

2. CANADA NOTED THAT ARTICLES 15 AND 16 SET FORTH ELABORATE 
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PROTECTION OF COASTAL STATE INTERESTS WHICH THEY VIEWED 
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AS ADQEUATE BUT RECOGNIZED THAT SOME STATES FELT THAT 
GREATER PROTECTION WAS REQUIRED. CANADA SUGGESTED THAT 
IN ARTICLE 19 THE COASTAL STATE SHOULD HAVE THE RIGHT 
TO OBJECT IF THE RESEARCH QUOTE CONTRAVENES THE PRINCIPLES 
OF THIS CONVENTION UNQUOTE. KENYA EXPRESSED AGREEMENT WITH 
THE CHAIRMAN'S SUMMARY THAT NEITHER CONSENT REGIME NOR 
NOTIFICATION REGIME OFFERED THE BASIS FOR COMPROMISE. 

TANZANIA SAID THE COASTAL STATE MUST HAVE THE FINAL RIGHT 
TO STOP OR SUSPEND THE RESEARCH IF IT BELIEVES ITS NATIONAL 
INTERESTS ARE AFFECTED ADDING THAT HIS RELEGATION HAD 
GREAT DIFFICULTY WITH DISPUTE SETTLEMENT PARTICULARLY 
IN THE ECONOMIC ZONE. TANZANIA PROPOSED THAT IN ARTICLE 
20 THE COASTAL STATE HAVE THE RIGHT TO SUSPEND A RESEARCH 
PROJECT QUOTE IF IT DETERMINES THAT THE RESEARCH PROJECT 
IS CARRIED ON IN A MANNER PREJUDICIAL TO ITS VITAL 
INTERESTS, ESPECIALLY THOSE OF NATIONAL SURVIVAL. UNQUOTE. 

3. BRAZIL DISAGREED THAT A CONSENT REGIME COULD NOT FORM 
THE BASIS FOR A COMPROMISE STATING THEY WOULD PLACE 
SAFEGUARDS FOR THE RESEARCHING STATE IN THE CONSENT REGIME. 
BRAZIL ADDED THAT THEY COULD ACCEPT AN INCONCLUSIVE RESULT 
FROM THE BRENNAN GROUP DISCUSSIONS WITH THE CHAIRMAN 
PRODUCING A NEW SNT WHICH THEY WOULD LOOK AT IN CONJUNCTION 
WITH THE REST OF THE TREATY AND SEE IF IT WAS ACCEPTABLE. 
NORWAY INTERVENED TO SUGGEST THAT THE COASTAL STATE SHOULD 
HAVE THE RIGHT TO OBJECT IF THE RESEARCH QUOTE WAS NOT 
COMPATIBLE WITH THE GENERAL PROVISIONS OF THIS PART. UNQUOTE. 
INDIA IN A BRIEF INTERVENTION STATED THAT HER TWO CONCERNS 
WERE RESOURCES AND SECURITY ADDING THEY WOULD NOT ACCEPT 
DISPUTE SETTLEMENT FOR THEIR SECURITY CONCERNS. 

4. USSR STATED THAT HEY PROPOSED L.26 TO AVOID COASTAL 
STATES REFUSING CONSENT ON PURELY IDEOLOGICAL OR POLITICAL 
GROUNDS. THE SOVIETS REITERATED THEIR CONCERN THAT THE 
ECONOMIC ZONES NOT BE A SECURITY ZONE STATING THIS WOULD 
JEOPARDIZE THE ENTIRE CONVENTION. ANY RESEARCH HAVING 
ANY RELATIONSHIP WHATSOEVER TO RESOURCES SHOULD BE UNDER 
A CONSENT REGIME, THE SOVIETS SAID. ADDING THAT THIS 

WAS NOT A CONCESSION FROM THEIR DELEGATION. THE USSR 
REITERATED ITS WILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER THE INDIAN 
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AMENDMENTS SEEING THEM AS THE ONLY BASIS FOR COMPROMISE. 
MEXICO AGREED THAT THE ECONOMIC ZONE WAS NOT A SECURITY ZONE 
NOTING THERE IS PROTECTION FOR COASTAL STATE SECURITY IN 
OTHER FORUMS SUCH AS THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 
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
